KDMONTON LETTER 

(By T. B. Windross) 

Edmonton, Feb. 2—With the 
opening of the sixth session of 
Alberta’s eighth legislature set 
for next week, there still is al¬ 
most complete mystery, and of¬ 
ficial silence, regarding the leg¬ 
islation to be brought down. 

It is considered almost certain 
that the House will frame some¬ 
thing intended to be debt reduc¬ 
tion, but what form this is to 
take is still unhinted. The pro¬ 
vince’s courts have ruled defin¬ 
itely that interest reduction is 
beyond the power of the prov¬ 
ince because it is exclusively a 
federal matter, under the same 
H.N.A. act which established 
Alberta a s a province and which 
provided for the election of such 
legislatures and such govern¬ 
ments as now operate in this 
province. 

There will he a bill to write a 
new Workmen’s Compensation 
act, expected to be along the line 

on some matter for YOU. 

So much for that. When you 
nominate you are asking a man 


or fccommendationa brougni th 
by the legislative committee 
which has been studying the 
situation since last autumn. Hon 
N. E. Tanner, Minister of Lands 
and Mines, has said he is going 
to do something about the oil 
industry so there may bo legia 
lation along that line. But oth¬ 
erwise the legislative program 
seems to be undreamed as yet. 

There has been no hint as to 
what the House may bo asked t» 
do to justify oi implement the 
Government's constant attacks 
on hanks, in the way of follow¬ 
ing up the hearings of the Sup¬ 
reme Court cf Canada on the 
bank licensing act and the bank 
taxation act which failed to get 
royal assent after being passed 
by the House last October. But 
an ominous hint of the logical 
result should th:? Aberhart gov¬ 
ernment try to force the bank 
taxation bill cr replace it with 
something equally bad, was giv¬ 
en by the banks last week in 
presentation of a brief to the 
Rowell royal commission.

bank s to carry on their business 
affairs and look after their 
funds, and enable their trading 
with other provinces and other 
nations. 

Members of the legislature 
personally, having relied upon 
bank borrowings during the last 
four sessions or the House un¬ 
der legislation which let them 
borrow funds on the security of 
the next session will miss the 
banks. 

But it would be a perfect op¬ 
portunity for Premier William 
Aberhart and “Social Credit Ex¬ 
perts” L. D. Byrne and G ,F. 
Powell to demonstrate their 
theories, if they still wished the 
opportunity. The “credit of the 
people” would bo amply tested 
then, with merchants and farm¬ 
ers advancing the credit, for 
there could lie no cheques, no 
loans. 

As President Robert Gardiner 
told the U.F.A. Convention in 
Edmonton a couple of works 
ago, the province of Alberta al¬ 
ready controls its own credit, 
and has capitalized on it already 
to the extent of $100,000,000— 
so much so that it is unable now 
to redeem that credit because
